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PREFACE 

During the period under review epigraphical survey has been concentrated more in the 
Cuddapah district than in other parts of the State. The Epigraphy Assistants and the 
regions surveyed by them are as follows.

Besides regular survey in the Cuddapah district, some places in Karimnagar, Ananta- 
pur, Kurnoo! and Nellore districts have been surveyed. Two copper plate grants have been 
acquired during this period. One of them belongs to the BadSmi Ch&Jukya king Vikra- 
mlditya (I) and the other to the RenSti Chola king Srlka^itha Srimanohara. Out of the 
total number of 430 stone inscriptions copied during this year 374 come from Cuddapah 
district. The dynasties of B&d&mi Chajukyas, RgnSti ChQlas, Valdumbas, BS|ia chiefs, 
Western Chl}ukyas of Kalya^a, Kakatlyas, Vijayanagar Kings and Qutb Shahis are 
represented in this collection. 

My thanks are due to all the staff members of the Epigraphy branch who have 
conducted this epigraphical survey and to those of the Government Text Book Press, 
A. P. for their kind co-operation and diligence in bringing out this report in time.

PART I 

DYNASTIC INTRODUCTION 



THE CHALUKYAS OF BAD AMI 

One copper plate gran! (C. P. No. 1) and about half a dozen epigraphs of this year's collection 
represent the Chalukyas of Badanii The PedavadugUni epigraph (No. 10) is the earliest of this group 
and is assignable to the time of Pulakesm II, who Is said to have borne the title Eriyitiyadigal.lt recoids 
the grant of the village Elpattu Simbhiga as tax-free agrahara by the king that is Efiyitiyadigal after 
his subjugation of RaBavikrama probably a king (S. 1. 1. IX, Part I No. 46). The copper plate set 

(C P. No. 1) which consists of two plates held together by a ring with the emblem of Voraha is acquired 
by the department from the headmaster of the High School at KoIIapuram, Mahabubnagar district. 
It records the gift of 108 nivartanas of land according to the royal standard within the limits of Kottera on 
the northern bank of the Krishfla-VeflLfle to Somasarman, son of Sri Svtraisarnian together with his son 
(name not clear) by VikramSditya Prithvivallabha MahSrOjadturBja Paramesvara Parama-bhataraka 
of the Chalukya lineage at the request of Prithvlpati-rija on Klrtika Paurnamasya of his 17th (sapta-dasa) 
regnal year. The inscription traces the descent of the king from PohkeSivallabha (Pulak5&a I), through 
Klrtivarman and Satyasraya, his son and grandson respectively. About PoIIkesin it is stated that his body was 
purified by the ceremonial bath after the performance of the Asvamedha sacrifice. Then it states that his 
SOB Kirtivarman acquired fame by the conquest of Vanavasi and other enemy territories, and that his grand- 
son Satyasraya (Pulakesln II) conquered in battle Harshavardhana the lord of the entire UttarSpatha 
(Northern India). Vikramaditya it is stated, was the favourite son of Satyasraya (Pulakesm II). He is said 
to have obtained Ms family possessions by his victories over the enemies and having mounted on his 
famous charger named Chitrakantha he defeated all his dsysdas and obtained the paramountcy over 
the whole world. These facts are known from the other records also, especially the copper-plate grants 
of this king ; but the vijMpaka PrithvIrSja is otherwise unknown. The date quoted in the record Is 
probably the 17th regnal year, which corresponds to A. D. 671-2. 

No. 8 copied from Dimmagudi village in the Gutti taluk, Anantapur district (atjpresent in the 
State Museum, Hyderabad) states that in the twentieth regnal year of the Chalukya Vikramaditya, a grant 
of pannete of sixty maiturs of land in the Muthuklru village was made to a brahmapa by some chief 
(name not clear). " The record further states that the king had captured Kanchl during that year. The 
record obviously refers itself to the reign of Vikramiditya I (654-678-79 A.D.) as Vikramaditya II had a 
rule of only about fourteen years from 732 to 744-5 A. D. Vikramiditya I before his accession to the 
throne in about 654 A. D., had to struggle hard in acquiring supremacy over his dQyadas and establishing 
his position. There Is no positive evidence to state that he invaded the Pallava country during this period 
to take revenge against Pallava Narasimhavarman I for the harm the latter had done to the Chajukya 
capital in the last years of Pulakesm II. However, according to the Gadval plates it is known that 
Vikramaditya invaded the Pallava kingdom more than once, the first of which took place during the time 
of Narasimhavarman I, whose reign ended in about 659-60 A. D. His second Invasion of the Pallava kingdom 
according to the same record took place during the reign of Mahendravarman II. Hence it is believed that 
Vikramaditya I was continuously on war expeditions against the Pallavas right from his accession to the 
AR 3

tfaroae. But he could succeed in capturing the Pallava capital Klfichl only during his twentieth regnal 
3/ear that is in 674-5 A.D., which fact was significantly stated in this epigraph as fci vijaya-rQjya-samvatsa- 
ramhulu=iruvadl-endht aguneti Kanchm konina e$du*\ It is interesting to note that the Gadval plates 
were also issued in Saka 596 (A. D, 674) by the king while he was camping in the skandhQvUra at Uragapura 
on the southern bank of KaverL So the occasion of the king's victory over the Pallavas is the same in 
both the cases. According to the Honnuru plates (Mysore Archaeological Report 1939, p. 129-137) it 
seems that Vikramaditya I conducted another expedition against Kanchl on an earlier occasion in his 
sixteenth legnal year, Saka 592 (A, D. 670) while Mahendravarman was aii\e. It is stated in the record 
that the king was camping 'it Malliyiru to the west of KSichf pura. The result of this expedition is not 
known. It might have been one of his abortive attempts. 

No. 402, a small inscription in four lines on a pillar in the Svarga Brahma temple, at Alampur, 
Mahbubnagar district, refers itself to the reign of Vina>aditya Prithvlvallabha. His queen, name not 
mentioned, is said to have caused the construction of temple (devakuld) through E\%-arasan (prince) 
LOkaditya. 

No. 398 copied from the village UlchSla in the Kurnool district belongs to the reign of VijaySditya 

and refers to his 35th regnal year. It records that Yuvar3ja Vikramaditya went on an expedition to Ka&chi, 
exacted tribute from Paianiesvaiavarnian and while returning presented Ulchaiu and Pariyalu to Kangu$i 

(Durvmlta Ereyappo.) who granted certain concessions (to the residents of the village) on the occasion. 

No. 9, of Kondapalii, in the Anantapur district dated in the 23rd regnal year of Vijayiditya registers 
some unchus (?) of land according to the royal measure in Vikatlapida to certain BOla Ananta Sambhu 
by tha father-m-law of VikramSdtiya Bali India BS|iarSja son of Narasimha BEnSdhiraja, while the former 
(Bak India Bsparaja) was ruling Turumara vfshaya* The names of father and son signify their subordinate 
position to the Pallava (Narasiriiha Varraan) and Chaluk^a (Vikramaditya) respectively during their succes- 
sive periods. No. 3 of BetapalL, Gutti taluk, Anantapur district refers itself to the reign of Vijayaditya 
and records the grant of pannosa of lands of eieksdu* tale panyodu, kesukadu, madikadu^ keyyumSLnd 
tonta to certain Ereya (?) by the Bafia king ViirSmaditya of Turumara vlshaya. Different types of 
cultivable land in those days are mentioned here namely, black soil, irrigated land, red soil, wet Sand 
(perhaps paddy field), dry field aad garden. 

THE RASHIRAKUTAS 

Five inscriptions of this dynasty have been copied during this year. The Kanneluru (Cuddapah 
district) epigraph (No. 103) seems, on palaeographical grounds, to belong to the time of Piabhntavarsha 
Govmda II. Certain Rgvayarasar is said to be ruling Renadu - 7,000. Other details of the record are 
not clear as many letters m its latter part are worn out. No. 188 of Kamalapuram in Cuddapah district, 
dated S. 848, PErihiva, UttaiSyana-Samfrrff/i// corresponding lo A. D. 925, December 23, Fr?day refers 
itself to the prosperous reign of the great king Nttyavarsha Prithivlvallablia India NarSndra. It records 
the construction of the door-way (satpatha-dvara-bandhd) to the temple of PIrthesvara by certain 
subordinate of the Pailava lineage. This is one of the few inscriptions which goes against the view of some 
historians regarding the last date of Indra III. On the basis of the Dandapur epigraph (B. K. 63 of 1933-34) 
dated S. 840, the first rscord of Prabhutavarsha GSvinda IV it has been assumed that his father and 
predecessor Indra III had died in or before A. D. 918. But in the light of the present record aad some

other inscriptions from the Ballary district and the Bombay-Karnatak region (47 of Mad. Ep. Col ; S. 1. 1. 

No. IX-1 Nos. 57 and 62} which specifically refer to the reign of Nityavarsha (Indra) who is none else than 
Indra III, It is evident that he was alive even after S. 840 the date of the Dandapur record. According to the 
two inscriptions one from Gadag (No. 184 of 1932-33 Bombay-Karnatak Inscriptions) and another from 
Habntti (No. 47 of 1933-34 B. K.) dated S. 840 and S. 850 that is, A. D. 918 and A. D. 927 respectively 
it is noticed that Indra HI beiides his fa.mt!iV title Nityavarsha had another title Nirupama. On the basis 
of the date of the latter record that is Saka 850. SarvadhSrL Pushya, corresponding to A. D. 927, December, 
it becomes an undisputed fact that Indra III actually reigned till the end of A. D. 927 or even some time 
more. The single Dandapur record of the Bombay-Karnatak region mentioned above in which 
Prabhittavarshj Govdida IV appears for the first time as early as Saka 840 (A. D. 918) must ha\e been a 
reference made while he was a Yuvaraja (Ep. Ind. XXVI p. 161 IF). But his earliest known record is the 
copper plate grant of Andura, Bala~wr ialuk and Akola district which is dated in the Saka year 851, 
Vikriii. Pushy. i, ba. 5 corresponding to A. D. 929, December 23. It registers the grant of the village Eleim 
in the Vadveni-300, to eight brahnianas on the occasion of his queen BhSgiyavva's pattabandha ceremony 
(Ep. Ind. XXXVI p. 257 ff and A. R. 1962-63 C. P. No. 44) which generally takes place along with the 
coronation, of the king unless a former queen if any, happens to die premature death. No. 281 copied in 
the R5mevani temple near Proddatur refers itself to the reign of Krishna III and records the gift of lands 
and taxes to the god Ramesvara by certain samanta named Kannayya. The record in 25 Sanskrit verses 
and some Kainada prose in the end gives the genealogy of the Rashtrakita. kings from Dantidurga to 
Krishna III ; but as th^ readings are disconnected on account of the damaged condition of the stone, it is not 
possible to construct the genealogy with certainty (S. I. 1 Vol. IX-1 No. 68; and E. I. XXXVI pp. 57-68). 

The Chennur epigraph (No. 1) dated S. 863 belongs to the reign of Akalavarsha Krishna IIL 
His subordinate (s8manta-chudamani)vj& Arikesan of (he Chalukya line who bears among others the 
titles of arudha sarvajna, gu$8ryava and TnbhuvanatnaUa. His subordinate, again a Chllukya prince named 
Baddega son of Gopagarasa Is said to have made some gifts of money and lands to certain Tammayya 
in the agtahara (name not clear) on the bank of Godavan In the region of Pddaiia-nfftfo and Tkumbatfu-7Q. 
ArikSsari mentioned in the record is identical with Ankesari II, the Chllukya king of the Lenmlavlda branch 
whose reign is assigned to be approximately between A. D. 930 and 950. The titles mentioned above are 
also noticeable in his Vemulavada inscription (No. 170 of A.P. A. R. 1966). The other Chllukya prince 
Baddega son of Goriag-irasa might be a scion of the Mudugonda family referred to in the Koravi epigraph 
of the time of ChSjukya Bhirna II (A, D. 934-945) of Ve'ngi (No. 327 of A. P. A. R. 1966). In this 
connection it may be recalled that the Koravi epigraph which records certain levies of fines and taxes on 
the villagers of Koravi by the Chafukya chief Niravadya states chat he succeeded his elder brother Goiiaga 
alias Anungu Gopaga son of Kiisuraiyudha. Gonaga, here is a shortened form of the name Gupaga-Vijaya- 
ditya which has been adopted by the Chalukyas of Mudugo&da after their overlord of that name who ruled 
the Vengi country front 848 to 891 A.D.The Mudugonda Chajuky as were originally subordinates under the 
Chaiukyas of Vengi, ruling the northern frontiers of then kingdom and checking the inroads of the Rashtra- 
ktlta invaders. Gopaga is some times called VijaySditya or Bijayila or Bijja. According to the Lemulavlda 
i ascription of AnkSsari II, it is known that this king gave protection to certain Bijja and saved him from 
the wrath of GOvindaraja, evidently Rashtrakita Govmda IV. Parbpa's Vikram&rjunavljayam confirms 
it by stating that AnkSsari offered protection to Vijayaditya of the Chalukya lineage. Hence Gotiagarasa 
of the present Chennur epigraph must be identical with Bijja of the LemulavSda inscription and VijayMiiya 
of Pampa's VikramGrjunavijayam. The language of the Koravi epigraph m n kes UP, believe that Anungu 
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Gopaga was dislodged and forced to flee from Koravi giving place to his younger brother NIravadya who 
in polite terms states that lie alone has become the legal heir to the royal prosperity of his bi other. Had he 
not been a traitor it becomes obligatory on his part to restore the kingdom to his nephew Baddega, the 
legal heir. But he did not do so. On the other hand he usurped the throne, of course, as a loyal subordinate 
to their family overlord ChSjukya Bhlma II. The present Chennur epigraph lends, support to this 
assurapt ion by stating that Baddega son of Gopagarasa of the Chalukya lineage was holding a fief in Podana- 
nsdu as a subordinate under Arikesari II (of Lembulavada) in A. D. 941. The Koravi epigraph, though 
undated, relates to the events that have taken place during the time of Chalukya Bhinia II who ruled the 
Vengi kingdom between 934 and 945 A. D. It seems that Niravadya stood on the side of Chalukya Bhlma II 
whereas his brother Anungu Gopaga took sides with Arik^san II \\ho fought for Raslitrakuta Krishna III 
against GOvinda IV. The actual alignment of these chiefs however needs further investigation. But it is 
a fact that Baddega's father Gopaga was expelled from Koravi by his brother Niravadya and took asylum 
in the court of AnkSsan II and was offered by the latter a subordinate position with a fief in POdana-nff <to. 

THE RENATI CHOLAS 

One copper plate grant and three epigraphs of this year's collection belong to the early Telugu 
Choda kings of Renadu. 

Copper plate grant (No. 2) is a set of three plates held together by a ong the ends of which aie solder- 
ed together with a round seal containing the image of a lion in bas-relief. It is discovered in the village 
Pedacheppalli of Kamalapuram taluk, Cuddapah district, by certain Akulapati Narasayya, a farmer while 
digging for black soil in the area called Kotapadumati chenu near the village. In course of epigraphical 
survey in the area, Sri M. V. N. Aditya Sarma, Senior Assistant-m-Epigraphy acquired the plates from the 
owner. The plates and the ring with the seal are in a state of good preservation. The script of the record 
is m Telugu archaic characters of 8th century A. D. The language is partly Sanskrit and partly Telugu 
and full of mistakes in orthography as well as grammar and syntax. 

The record begins with the genealogical list of the kings belonging to the family of the donor, 
Srlkantha Chola of the Karikala lineage. Leaving the mythological names like Brahma, Marichi, Kasyapa, 
Vivasvan, Mann etc., upto RSma and Kusa, the historical part begins with Karikala in whose line the 
following members are mentioned in order ; Sundarananda, Nava Rama, Ejayamma, Vijayakama, 
Vlrlrjuna, Agra^i Pidugu, Kokiji, Mahendravarman, ElamjOla, Nripakama, and Srlkantha Sri Mandhara! 
The last mentioned king is said to have granted the village Kajuvtru of Mfigavadi (region) to certain 
Kramja Gupdaya of Kasyapa gotra and Apastamba sUtra as brahmadeya and ekabhoga on the occasion 
of a solar eclipse. The donee is said to be a kramayita, that is who studied the kramapBfha of the Veda 
probably Yajurveda as denoted by Apastamba sUtra and a masopavasin that is who used to observe fasting 
in a sacred month like Klrtika. The village is further divided among several other brahmanas of different 
gotras and su trds, to whom Gupdaya appears to have granted vrittis in his agmhara. 

There is one more copper plate of Srlkantha Chdla in the Government Museum, Madras and the 
genealogical list of kings given in that record almost tallies with that of the present one except the additional 
name of Divakara between the last two names that is Nripakama and Srlkantha the donor. This mistake 
of non-mentioning the name of the immediate predecessor of the donor most probably his father and the 
re-apportioning of the granted village which was originally an ekdbhsga give rise for the suspicion that the 
present record might be a copy of the original, redrafted on the latter occasion, by some shareholders, 
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though not far removed from the date of the original grant. The numerous mistakes and the omission, of 
the names of some donees, though their gotras and sutras are mentioned, further lend support to the opinion. 
The only objection for such assumption is the existence of the royal seal which is undoubtedly genuine. 
But it cannot be a serious one if the redistribution was implemented by an authorized arrangement. 
Attention may be drawn in, this connection to the existence of a collateral branch of these early Chela kings 
given in the MalepSdu plates of Fupyakumara (Ep. Ind. XI p. 345). That line begins with Dhanafijaya- 
varman the last of the three bi others Simhavishpu, Sundarananda and himself, sons of Nandivarman 
whereas the present record gives the line of the second brother Sundarananda Besides these two main 
lines several other names of kings of the Chola origin also appear in the epigraphs of that period in the 
Renadu region. Their interrelation and chronology are matters for further study. (See Ep. Ind. XXVII 
pp. 220-251). 

No. 333 of Pullapatturu in Rajampet taluk of Cuddapah district, registers a grant of land to the 
goddess by the son- in- law of ChoJaMaharlja and No. 329 of Tallapaka from the same district refers to 
certain Mudigopda Chofa Maharaja. The identity of these two chiefs is not known. No.83 from Midutlru 
village, Cuddapah taluk written in the archaic Telugu characters of tenth century A.D. registers the grant 
of eighty mar tuts of land in JVfuddupura village to a p8ra named Ailama Sammlru (by the king) Ja(tta) 
Chola Maharaja. It is not improbable that he is identical with Ja(tta) Cfaoda, the father or perhaps 
the grandfather of Bfileia of the Conjeevaram inscription (Ep. Ind. XXXI p. 21) 

THE BANA CHIEFS 

Epigraph No. 2 belongs to this dynasty and it comes from Betapalh, in Gutti taluk, Anantapur 
district. It mentions certain chief named Taru^iavasanta whose subordinate is said to have made a gift 
of land. Certain Tanmavasanta appears in the Rlmapuiam epigraph No. 11 of A. P. A. R.E. 1966. 
Two more kings Narasimha Ba^adhiraja and ins son Vikram5dit}a Bali Indra Baiparaja have been already 
noticed above, as the suboidmates of Vijayadit}a, the Chajukya king of Badami (Nos. 3 and 9 from 
Betapalli and Kondapaili respectively of Gutti taluk, Anantapur district). 

THE VAIDUMBAS 

Seven inscriptions of this year's collection belong to this dynasty. Four epigraphs of the early 
kings come from Rayachoty taluk, Cuddapah district where some more records of these kings have been 
noticed in the previous reports. Like other inscriptions of these kings they simply refer to the kings either 
GafldatriflStra or Manujatrip^tra and record the death of some heroes. But No. 357 from Bondilipalli 
in Rayachdti taluk, Cuddapah district, which is a broken slab lying on the way to Mangalapuram near 

Narsupalli, reco rds the gift of Chemvu-chenu (land irrigated under a tank) to a brlhman by [ ]$di 

Dogaraju, the sutunru (chariot-driver) of the king Ga^datripetra. If the word sutunru on account of any 
scribal error stands for sutunru it may mean the son of Gandatripetra named ( )$di Dogaraju. 

Of the later members of the family, Bhujabala Vlranarayapa RSyadeva Maharaja is represented 
No. 384 copied from a stone near the old Siva temple at Jyoti in the Siddhavatam taluk. Mahamandalesvam, 
Trailokyamalfa, Bhujabala Vi ran8r8ya&a, Audumbar-abharana, Kalukada-puravard. dhisvara are the titles 
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of Klyadeva Maharaja alias Rakkasa Gaaga. The epigraph dated S. 1169. Plavaftga, Jygshtha su. 13 
Vaddavara (A.D. 1247, May 19 Saturday) records the construction oflhegopwa to the temple of Jyotinatha, 
the temple at Tekaprolu for Irugaladeva, two tanks and a temple at CfaetHai and the gift of (that village as) 
aa agrakara by a subordinate named Chiihta Raminayaka who bears n length} prasasti, which does not 
contain any particular significance. Two inscriptions of Rayadeva Mah!"Sja one in the Abbes vara temple 
at Abbavarara and another at Patarayachoti, both near Rayachoti town, have been noticed in Andhra 
Pradesh Annual Report on Epigraphy 1965 (Nos. I and ISaitdpage 91). They are dated S. 1154 Vijaya and 
S. 1 155, Nandaia respectively (A. D. 1232-33), He is the only king of the dynasty with a brilliant political 
career known to history so far. From a coppei plate grant of Allu Gariiga (No. 31 P. W Museum Bombay) 
it is see A that the families of Rayadeva and Allu Gamga were interrelated, the former being the maternal 
uncle of the latter (A. R. 1962-62, p. 22). The same source also reveals that Raylde\ a had four sons namely 
Gamga, Kesava 3 Siddhi and Sdmesa of whom KSsavadSva and S5mid5va appear as donors in one of the 
Chintalapattur (Pushpagin) inscriptions dated, S 1190 (A. P. A. R. 1965, No. 63. j 

THE WESTERN CHALUKYAS OF KALYAN! 

Ths earliest of the few inscriptions of this dynasty copied during the year is the Nandikandi 

epigraph (No. 414) from Medak district, dated Saka year 936, Anala, probably a mistake for Ananda, 
refers to the king Vikramaditya obviously Vikramlditya V whose reiga ended m the same year that is 
1014-15 A. D. A Mahamandatisvara of the king named Pampa Permanadi is said to have made a gift of 
the Village K<5vru to f he g3d NamesvaradSva afier washing the feet of Vakhana deva of Kinya Kandi, 
With sarvahhyantara sicMhis that is with all the internal privileges. 

Epigraph No. 406 espied in the village PalijSla in the Nagarkurnul taluk of Mahabubnagar 

district contains a reference to a Chalukya-ChSJa war. It ii dated in the Saka year 986, Krodhi, UttarSyafia 

Samkrantl corresponding to 1054A.D.Dacemb2r 24, Friday, that is ? during the closing period of SomSsvara Fs 
reiga. The record however does not moation the king's name anywhere. It was issued jointly by the 
two Cfaaiiikya princes Gamga Permanadi Vikramaditya and Nofaiitba Permanidi Jayasimghadeva while 
camping at Mamchchala (nelavi du) o\\ the bank of Tungabhadra on their victorious advance to repel 
the Ch5ja invasion. It was a grant of the village Pulimjglu included in the Vaddavani-500 to certain 
SakhShSn Bhimarasi pa$dita for maintaining a choultry at Srlparvata the abode of M211ikarjunad5va. 
The war under reference might be the famous engagement that took place beiween the Chojas and the 
Chaiukyas at Kidal Sangara which was described at length in the records of the ChOla king Vlrarajfendra. 
Regarding the identification of Kuidal Sangam where the batcle took place, difference of opinion prevails 
among the scholars. There are two places of the name Kudal Saftgarn, one at the confluence of the tributaries 
Tunga and Bhadra and the other at the confluence of Tungabhadra and Krishna near Alampur. The 
find spot of the present record and the mention of another place ManchSla where the two Chllukya princes 
Vikramaditya [and Jayasimgha deva, the rulers of Gapgavadi and N5lambavadi respectively were 
camping indicate that their confrontation with the Chok army took place in the vicinity of these places. 
MaachSla can be identified with the present Ivfanchaiakaita, a village on the left bank of Krishna about 
15 Km. down the stream from KUdah Sangara, the confluence of the rivers Tungabhadra and Knshpa. 
Pulijala the find spot of the present epigraph is about 50 Km. from MancMlakatta. VaddavSni [500] 
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is the region of 500 villages with VaddavSni, the present VaddamSnumthe Accbampet taluk as its capital 
Hence it appears more reasonable to identify KSdali SaBgam with the meet:rg place of Krishna and 
Tungabfaadra than with the confluence of Tunga and Bhadra in the Mysore State. The cla-m of the Chola 
inscriptions of Viraiajendsa that the entire victory atterdf d en his s ; de need not be taken in its full literary 
sense. The present record proves the truthfulness of the other side of their version and it is an undeniable 
fact that the Chllukya arniy under the leaderrhip of the two princes \ikramadit} a ard Jayas^mgha dSva 
did succeed in their attempt to repulse the enemy from his over-enthusiastic ad\ar cement. No. 156 of 
Goilapalii in Jammalamadugu taluk belongs to the time of Taila who is said to be luiirgfrom Kai)5na. 
As Taila H, the founder of the latter Chalukya dynasty is not known so far to be iul:r.gfrcm Kal>ana which 
became their capita! during the t me of TrailCk>amal]a S3msvaia I, it may be understood that this Taila 
might be Taila III (A. D, 1151-57). It is afso interesting to note in this epigraph th?t besides the usual western 
Chalukya titles he bears the title Vishnuvardhana which generally applies to some of the crowned kings of the 
Vengi Chafukyas. 

THE KAKATIYAS 

About half a dozen inscriptions of the Kakatlyas have been copied during this year. No. 407 
of Kopdapaka, Medak district dated S. 1116, Xrarda corresponds g to A. D. 1194 refers to the brig 
RudradSva MahaiSja and records 4he installation of the god Rudr^svaia and the gift of some lands for the 
merit of the king by one hundred thnty elkatis of Komdap&ka, the gift being intended for maintaining a 
perpetual lamp and conducting pQtra-hhoga to the deity. No. 387 copied from Manthena, Kanmnagar 
district is dated S 1121, S'ddhirlhi, Makata-^iMr^// />., A. D. 1199 December 26th Sunday. It refers 
to the king Ganapatideva and records the grant of an extensive land at the confluence of Godavan and 
Prafilta, to the king's Putdhita Tubhuvana VidyB-Chokravarti Manchi Bhattopadhylya by Alluprolurlja, 
the ruler of Chernuru-/3/>'#. The donee in his turn founded a village and a tank in the land and gifted 
it to the biahinapas of Mantrakuta. The lecord although dated in S. 1121, the first regnal year of 
Gapapaiideva refers to some earlier grant made by his predecessor Rudirde\a. The title Tnbkuvana- 
VidyQ-Chakravrti of Manchi Bhattopadh>Iya is suggestive that he might have been honoured as the chief 
court scholar (asihana-vidvan) by Gapapatideva MahlrSja. The record mentions both Mantrakuta and 
Manthena as the village name. 

The Godis&la (Upparapally) epigraph (No. 385) from Huzurabad taluk, Karimnagar district 

which is in Telugu verse and prose and dated S. 1157 Manmatha, Magha su. 15 (A. D. 1236, Januaiy, 24) 
records the installation of Siva temples, tanks and gardens and I he gift of the village Pimcharapalli excluding 
the vrittis of devas and biahmanas as sarvanamasya to- the god Pa&chalimgSla by KStayan!}'aka son of 
RJIjanayaka the minister of Recharla Rudra who was the pradh&nl of Ganapatideva Maharaja. The 
record is important in nioie than one aspect. While giving the antecedents of Ga$upaudva, the recoid 
states that he was the son of Rudradgva contrary to the established view that he was the son of Mahad^va. 
The statement cannot be easily ignored as it was composed with authentic information by a ro>al digaitary 
not less than a reputed general in rank. As Rudra had no issues of his own it might have so happened that 
he took his brother MahSdSva's son Gafiapati in adoption while the latter was still a young lad. 

Second important feature of the record is the narration of victories that have been achie\ed by 
R3janyaka, father of KStanSyaka obviously on behlaf of the Kakatlya king Gapapatidgva. They are, 
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his conquest of an army at Bokkera, beheading the chief named Godhumarati, capturing Udayagin and 
making Padiraya flee from the battle field. Details of these victories have been discussed by the authors 
of the KSkatlya History in the Early History of the Deccan, edited by Dr. G. Yazdani (Part VIII). The 
composition of the record in highly beautiful Telugu verse and pi ose in the thirteenth century A. D , is also a 
remarkable feature to be noted. No. 212 from Gangavaram, Kama! apu ram taluk, dated S. 1 1 89 (A. D. 1267) 
records the grant of that village in the MulkinSti sima to the deity (name lost) of Pushpagm by KamalEbai ; 
the queen ofMah8tnapdalg$varaGa$da,peiLd&i:a Gangaya sshfpi, the Klyastha subordinate of Gafiapatideva. 
No. 408 of Kopdapaka village registers the construction of a tank named Ganapati-^wwrfrc and the gift 
of lands irrigated under the tank to the gods Ait^svara, Somanatha and Ke&avanaiayafia of Kofidapaka 
by certain Mahnmandalisvara Gapapati mantri, the karanadhikari of Kolipaka seventy villages. It is 
doubtful whether the word Kolipaka refers to Kollipaka, the well known Chajukyan sub-capital or a mistake 
for Kopdapaka the find spot of the epigraph. He is also said to be proficient in the art of ChittavQsikarana 
(attracting others minds) 

THE KAYASTHAS 

These Chiefs are represented by five epigraphs in this collection. Mo. 27 of ItigullapSdu, Badvel 
taluk (date not clear) refers itself to Janmgad5va. Nos. 44 and 68 of Akkalareddipalli, Badvel taluk and 
LSbaka, in Cuddapah taluk respectively, belong to Tripurrideva. Jannigadeva's record registers the grant 
of the village (- -^ )mudamila in the Sakili sima to the Saiva ascetic SSnti Siva desika of the Abhinava 
Gojaki matha of Srlsaila for maintaining a Sivahnga-ma/Aff, a VidySmandapa and a feeding house. It may 
be noted that the Saiva institutions of the Gojaki matha, besides their religious activities, used to impart 
education by maintaining residential boarding houses for the pupils and appointing teachers of all branches 
of Yedic education. The Malkapuram inscription of KSkatlya Rudramadevi of the same period, gives 
us more details in this regard. (S.I.I. Vol. X No. 395). 

No. 44 of Tnpurandeva dated S. 1205 records the installation of the temple to the god 
GCSSringEsvara by Gauresvarabiyamma for the merit of the king (Tripurarideva). The relation between 
the king and the donor, is not specifically stated in the record. The other record dated S. 1226 is 
incomplete and simply states the usual titles of the king viz., Mahamandalesvara, M&ndalika brahmarQ- 
kshasa, Ga$dqpe$dBra and that he was ruling from V&llnri-pa?tana . It seems reasonable that the former 
inscription of S. 1205 belongs to Ambadeva's predecessor Tnpurari I, whereas the latter record belongs to 
Tripurlri II, son and successor of Ambadgva. On the basis of his Tnpuraiitakam inscription (S.I L 
Vol. X No. 432) dated Saka 1194 scholars generally hold the opinion that Ambadeva succeeded his 
brother Tripurari I in that year. The present inscription according to them, is assignable to his son and 
successor Tripurari II. But contrary to this opinion the Government Epigraphist is inclined to believe that it 
may belong to Tnpurari I as he is known to have been ruling conjointly with his younger brother Ambadeva 
for some years aftei S. 1194. (A. R. 1939-40 to 1942-43, II para 76). ^Tfae absence of Ambadeva^s inscrip- 
tions after his above mentined Tnpuraiitakam epigraph of S. 1194, till S. 1209 the date of his Attirala inscrip- 
tion, further lends support to the view that his Tnpuraiitakam epigraph (S. 1194) might be of the time when 
he was still a conjomtjruler with bis elder brother. The title Chalamettuganda which is found as an attribute 
to TripurSri I in his Aulapidn inscription, Darsi taluk, Ongole district is significantly found in the present 
Akkalareddipalli record also, while it is not noticeable in assocaition with Tripurlri II. 
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No. 367 from Rajampet, Siddhavatam, Cuddapah district, dated Saka 1214, Nandana, corres- 
ponding to A. D. 1292, registers the gift of certain localities as sarvamQnya to the Saiva ascetic SiddhaSrva 
by Mahamandalsvara Gandape$d&ra Ambadeva. The region that was under his supreme power 
with Gapdikota as capital is stated to be comprising Mulki-wffrfw, PenavSdi, Pulivimdala, Rn3du, 
Srnvodu, Pottapi, JUlapalh (Kapenamsaga ?), Efuva etc,. The other No. 382 of Brahmanapalli, dated 
S. 1212, states that Ambadeva's mahapradham Goderaya Gangideva set up the boundary between the 
villages Ravulakolani and Botteru. 



TELUGU CHOLAS 



No. 346 of GudlavSnpalle, Rajarnpet taluk, dated in the sixth regnal year of Nalia Sidyana ChOla 
Maharaja records the death of a certain Tikkana son of (A)mkana, while he was attacking a kampu 
in the village Gudllru. The last portion seems to be a Telugu verse in some desi metre.* No. 376 
Pattapurayi in the same taluk is a fragmentary record of the time of the king Tirukalattideva and seems 
to be a grant for dhupa-dfpa-naivedyas to some deity by the king's subordinate. Certain Bhlma nBhfdu 
and his pergada Rami( -- ) are mentioned. Other details are missing. The cyclic year Vibhava 
mentioned in the record corresponds to A. D. 1208 which falls in the early part of the Tirukalattideva's 
reign. No. 378 of Ogura village Siddhavatam taluk is dated in S. 1159, Hernalambi and refers itself to 
Mahamandalesvara GapdagSpala Tirukalattideva Choda MahlrEja. The date corresponds to A. D. 1238 
January 27 , though the week-day happens to be Wednesday instead of Monday. Certain SUrapanayudu, 
'A servant of Kamayadeva Maharaja of Pallava lineage and a subordinate of TirukalattidSva ChOda is said 
to have installed the god MallanathadSva in the VongHra village situated in the south-east of the seven 
thousand kampana and endowed the deity with lands. TirukalattidEva mentioned m these records is 
identical with Tikka Choda I of Nellore, the father of Manumasiddhi II. The prasasti in the latter record 
contains several epithets of the king like Prithivisvara sirah-kanduka-kridavmoda, Ga$dagopSla, the 
former significantly referring to his participation in Kakatiya Gapapatideva's war with Prithvlsvara, the 
VelanSti Chief in about A. D. 1206. Epigraph No. 179 of Tallaprodduturu, Jammalamadugu taluk, 
Cuddapah district is a record in Telugu prose and verse. It is dated in Saka 1244, Dundubhi corresponding 
toA.D. 1323. The record begins with a lengthy prasasti which includes Qrayun-pura-var-Qdhi svara K3- 
syapa-gotra, Dinakara-kula-pradipa, Sevana-s$ma-dugdh8mbho-nidhnna-parimathana,sakalU^ 
mah&mahi dhara, Or alar a Bhi mam-slrah-kandukotpntana^ Gandape^dara Gangaya sShini sarvasvabandik&ra^ 
and introduces the Choda chief named Gangayadeva Choja maharaja. He is said to have installed a tank 
named Gang^samudra after his parents Allugangaraju and GangamasHni. The full import of all the titles 
In the foregoing prasasti is not easily explainable. Some of the titles like Gaiidapeiidara Gaiigaya s&hf$i 
sarvasva-bandikara seem to have been achieved by the early members of his family as is evidenced by the 
mention of GangaySsahipi of the Kayastha family whose time was at least sixty years anterior to the date 
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of the present record. A copper plate grant issued in the cyclic year Virodhi by AllugafigadSva Ch5}a 
Maharaja a subordinate under the Vaidumba king SomSsa son of RIyideva Maharaja has been recently 
noticed in the Annual Report on Indian Epigraphy for 1962-63 (pages 22 and 5 1). There it is stated that 
RIyad\a Maharaja was the maternal uncle of Alluganga Choda Mahlrlja who in all probability must be 
the father of Ganga, the donor of the present Tallaproddutur epigraph. The title mamanankakQra in the 
prasasti might be also another example of hereditary titles adopted by GangdSva, as it is evident (hat his 
father Alluganga was the nephew and subordinate of the ruling king of Rayadeva Maharaja alias Rakkasa 
Ganga the most prominent member of the later VIdumbas and who defeated the Kayastha chief Gangaya- 
s3h!ni. Thus mSma-naAkakSra (representative of the maternal uncle in the war) must be the title acquired 
by Allugaftgadeva. The epigraph on its other sides contains four Telugu verses two in champakamQla 
metre, one sisa and one in utpalamGla. All these verses praise the great courage and prowess of Gangaya- 
deva alias Jagatapi , but one verse seems to refer to another chief named Epva Bhlma who is said 
to have invaded many countries. The fragmentary epigraph (No. 301) of Maduru, Proddutur taluk 
mentions Kofidraju China Timmayad^va Maharlju who seems to be a later member of some Ch5da lineage 
and who might be identical with the chief of that name whom Matli Tirumalarlja and Anantaraja had 
killed in about A. D. 1578 (Ep. Ind. Vol. XXXVII p. 105). 

THE REDDI CHIEFS OF CHCJNDI 

Nos. 420, 42! and 422 refer to the Reddi chiefs of Chundi. The genealogy according to the first 
of these three records begins with Vema who constructed the steps to Srigiri. His brother was Malla whose 
son was Koniati. The latter had four sons of whom Srigiri, the eldest bad again four sons named KOmati, 
Malla, Anavema and Narayana. Malla is stated to have installed the god Janardana in the village Ctuindi] 
and constructed a temple with mandapa and endowed it with jewellery and lands. All these three records aie 
dated S.!330(A.D. 1408). This branch of tfaeReddiswas an early off shoot of the main family of Kopdavldu 
and later left their original home near Addanki and shifted to the north. Their political relation either with 
the mam branch of the Reddi kings of Kondavldu or the Governors of Udayagin in the service of the 
Vijayanagara rulers is not clear. They did not use to mention any overlord in their records which fact indi- 
cates that they were quite independent even for a short period. This family of chiefs is called the Reddis of 
Kauduktlr after that town in the present Ongole (Prakasam) district, which they made their capital. Basing 
on very meagre evidence, the genealogy and a brief political history of these Reddi chiefs have been dl i cussed 
by late M. S. Sarxna in his History of tfas Reddi kingdom (Chapter XII). The present records refer to a 
sub-branch of the KandukUr Reddi family. Srigiri Reddi its originator ruled over KandukUtu 
si ma far some period round about saka 1320. He was succeeded by his nephew, KOmati II ? on of Macha II 
who issued the Pedapudi grant, the only extant copper plate record of the family. The purpose of the record 
is to grant the village Pedapldi (situated in the present Tanali taluq of Guntur district) as agrchara to 
brahmanas in the Saka year 1326, on the occasion of a lunar eclipse. The above mentioned author, on the 
basis of this record and the commentary on Girisasmti suktimQla by Sivalingabhupati another descendant 
of Maltereddi, has constructed a genealogy of these reddi rulers of Kandukuru. During the reign of 
Komati II, this Reddi kingdom extended into the eastern territory of the Kopdavldu rajya as far as PedapUdi 
the gift village of the said record. His cousins Malla II and his brother Komati III, sons of Srigiri seem 
to have made Chuidi their headquarters, where the present records of Malla II have been noticed. ' The 
Vijayanagara king Devaraya I finally reduced these Reddi rulers to subordination and annexed the territory 
AR 4x 
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of Kandukflru-ro/jw to the Vijayanagar empire in about Saka 1335 (1413 A. D.), probably during 

the period of Komati II, brother of Malta II. No. 420 of the present records furnishes the following 
genealogy of this family.

THE VIJAYANAGARA KINGS 

The bulk of the Inscriptions copied during this year belongs to the dyanasties of the Vrjayanagara 
empire. The earliest of these epigraphs is t he Godlavldu record (No. 14) dated Saka 12 [84] which refers Itself 
to the king Savanna Odayalu, ruling from Udayagiri {durgarh^ as nelavidu and records some gift of gadde 
land to a deity (name missing) in Sakllinadu by a mahama%ddesvara named Odeyadgva MaMrajS. 
Sava^pa Odaya Is evidently the son of KamparSya I, who according to one of the Kalahast] inscriptions 
dated in his 15th regnal year, Subhakrlt corresponding to S. 1285 is known to have acceded to the throne 
of Udayagiri in the Saka year 1270-71. A. D. 1348-49, (A. R, 1904 No. 188). The donor MaMmapdalesv'ara 
Odeyadeva MahSrSya Is not identifiable at present. Besides this, three more inscriptions belong to the 
period of Bukkaraya I. No. 32 of Poramarailla tank and No. 47 of Dulamvaripalli, both in the Badvel 
taluk record the digging of tanks at the respective places by BhavadUra alias f BhSskara, one of Bukkaraya's 
sons and the Governor of Udayagiri in the year (Kali 4470) corresponding to Saka 1291 , Saumya (A.D. 1369). 
The Porumlniilla epigraph besides revealing the information about the existence of the king's son named 
BhavadfKra or Bhaskara states some Interesting points regarding the details of excavation of that tank. 
The record purports to say that while BukkarSja was ruling from Vijayanagara, his son ^Bhavadlra the 
Governor of Udayagin-ra/ya constructed a tank at Porumamilla situated to the south of Srlparvata, two 
yojanas to the east of AhObala, in the division of SIddhavatanatha and two yojanas to the west of his capital 
Udayagiii, after the expiry of four thousand, four hundred and seventy years (of Kaliyuga) or 129! Saka 
years, on the fourteenth day of the bright half of KSrtika, Thursday with Pushya (nakshatm) and Karkitaka 
lagna. The date corresponds to the 15th October A. D. 1369, Thursday (the week day being doubtful). 
The tank is named Anantasagara after the minister AnanlfimStya who executed the work of Its construction. 
In the beginning of the inscription, the characteristics of an edict (sasana-lak^ha^a) 1 ; ke the metrical foot 
(gamd) with which a sSsana is to be commenced, are enumerated and accordingly a ma-gana at the beginning 
of &&sana secures bliss, na-gana in the same place secures wealth etc. Further it states that a visarga should 
occur at the end of the complete stanza and not at the end of the first half. The most Interesting feature of 
the record is the enumeration of certain essentials for the construction of an ideal tank and the defects 
of other tanks. A king endowed with the good quality of dharma and who is sufficiently rich, happy and 
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desirous of fame, a brlhnia$a proficient in hydrology (pathas-fastra), ground with hard clay, a river with a 
course of three yojanas (upwards the stream) parts of hills by its way (to ensure unfailing water supply) 
a strong dam between the hills built by stone wall not too long, the two extremes (of the dam) should not 
touch the peaks covered with land (or earth), the bed extensive and deep, a quarry with straight and long 
stones, the neighbouring fields fertile and level, a water course (sluice) having strong eddies within hills 
(adristhQna-dridha-bhramQ) and lastly a gang of men skilled in the art of its construction are the twelve 
essentials for the construction of a good tank. As regards the defects, the record states, any oozing in the 
dam, a barren land for irrigation, a site on the borders of two kingdoms, an elevated bed, with little water 
spreading over an extensive area and abundance of water with little area (of the bed of the tank) are six 
doshas or bad qualities of a tank. Lastly the epigraph records the physical data of the tank, namely that one 
thousand labourers with hundred carts were employed for the masonry work of the sluice (bhrama-bhitti), 
the dam and the tank-digging. It took two years time for completing this most excellent tank besides 
enormous expenditure of money and gram. The length of the dam together with the hill and the sluices 
is five thousand rskha dandas, the height and the width of the dam being seven and eight rekhadaydas 
respectively. 

The Chinadasanpalle (Cuddapah taluk) epigraph (No. 87) of the same period of Bukkar^ya I, dated 
Saka 1292, Sadharana refers itself to Mahamandate&vara Katari Sljuva Mangayadeva Maharaja son of 
Sarhkideva Maharaja who, while ruling Tummallru and Pemdlimarnm Mnhkm&ti~si ma granted the village 
Boyinampalh to the god Ahobiladeva for the merit of his parents Sankideva Maharlja. These two chiefs 

are believed to be the members of a collateral branch of the ancestors of Saluva Narasimha I of the 
second dynasty of the Vijayanagara kings. 

Hanhararaya II has been represented by one epigraph (No. 240) of CMlamklra. It is dated in 
Saka 1304, and records certain changes in the shares of devara-Syamu (temple incomes) among thsjiyyas 
when MahQmatidalesvara Vlradevaraya, the king's son was governing Udayagiri-af/wa. Devaraya I is 

represented by two epigraphs No. 88 of Pendlixnafd and another (No. 75) of Tudumaladinne. The 
latter record states that the village TurumilladiEne was an ekabkoga-agtahara of Nachana Soma, granted 

by Proudhadevaraya. As the record is not dated and as it seems to be a casual mention of the gift it is not 
possible to say with certainty, which Devaraya was intended in this record. Unlike other records of copper 
plate grants or epigraphs pertaining to the royal gifts of agraharSs with full details of the donor, donee and 
boundaries etc., this is a very brief statement of the names of the donee, village and the donor. The epigraph 
reads as follows :

The first part of the record is incised m five lines within two vertical lines and ends with the two 
letters da and ttam engraved one below the other ia the left margin. The second part though palaeogra- 
phically of the same period refers to the worship of certain Chodayaraja to Afijangya. 
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Nachana Soma, the donee is Identical with the famous Telugu poet of that name, the author of 
Uttara-Harivamsa. In this connection a note on this poet may be referred to In A. R. 1907 page 82 para 53, 

where the following verse is quoted from Epigraphia Caraatica Vol. X Mg. No. 158. 



The date given in this copper plate grant in chronogram is rasa-bhu-nayanendubhih which means Saka 1216, 
seems to be wiong on the ground that neither the donor Bukkaiaya I nor the Vijayan^gar kingdom was 
in existence at that time, that is A. D. 1294. It is also said that another copy of the same iccoid gives the 
date msa-abha-nayan-endubhib, that is Saka 1206, which coincides with the given cyclic year Tarawa but 
still goes back by ten years. Some scholars have corrected the chronogram as rasa-ritu-nayanendubhih to 
make it Saka 1266 (A. D. 1344) and bring nearer to Bukka Fs reign, suggesting that Bukka I Issued this 
grant, while his brother Hanhara was st ill ruling. The present epigraph though brief in its contents, reveals 
the fact that this village Turimilladinne was the agrahara of NSchana Soma granted by Praudhadevaraya. 
Now it is doubtful whether Nachana Soma was a contemporary of both Bukka I (A. D. 1355-1377) and 
Devaraya I (A. D. 1406-1422) the time disparity between the two kings being about half a century. The 
geniuneness of the above copper plate grant which is available in duplicate with two different dates, both of 
them being wrong, is open for suspicion. They might be the copies of some olher original record prepared 
by hereditary owners who apportioned the agrahara among themselves in later times. In such case, it is 
quite possible that the grant now available might be of Bukka II, the elder brother and predecessor of 
Devaraya I. While copying the record at a later time Bukka according to popular tradition is unanimously 
taken as Bukka I who is associated with Vidylra^iya and the foundation of the city of Vijayanagara. Hence 
a reference to Bukka in these later copies is quite possible, other details being wrongly recorded out of 
negligence. The grant might have been issued by Devarlya I during the short reign of Bukka II 
(A.D. 1404-6). 

No. 76 of the same place, that is Tudumaladinne though refers itself to the reign of Krishnadevar&ya 
and dated in S. 1451 makes a similar statement that the agrahsm of Turimaladina belongs to Nlchirlju 
SSma. 
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Saiir^ Narasingayyadevamah&rSja is represented by only one epigraph (No. 340) of Attirfila 

dated S. 1399. His awsaram (an officer who arranges an appointment to see the king for the intending

About twenty five inscriptions in this collection belong to the reign of Krishnadgvarayatlic earliest 
being from NandimanAtlam (No. 104) dated S. 1432 Urthana-dvsdas! (A. D. 1510 October 14) and the latest 
being trom Katteragandla (Chennavaram) (No. 25) dated S. 1452, VirOdhi VaisSkha iu. 15 (A D 1529 
AprJ -j). No. 232 of Tippaluru village dated Saka [1437] (Seems to be a mistake for S 1449 which 
coincides with the given c>clic year Sarvajif) states that the village was granted as an agiahtra to the ashta- 
tavisvaras by the king Krishiiadevaraya. There is no specific mention of the intended hm&vara

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The Upparapalli epigraph (No. 51 from Cuddapah district) dated S. 1446 (A. D. 1525) belongs to 
the Velama chiefs of the JUpalli family, who served the latter Vijayanagara rulers. The record begins with the 
genealogical descnptioa of the family. Pedasingaraja son of Jlpalh Rlmanayudu and Challamba while 
administering the regions of Chennun-rfww and Potladurti-jfnifl in the Mnliki-mdu sthala of GhandikOta- 
slma included in the Udayagiri-rttyj** is said to have constructed the temple of Nlgesvatadeva with garbha- 
griha, gha$ta-vedi, antarala-mavtapa, ranga-mantapa, Nandimantapa, prakara, gopwa and a tank and 
endowed it with some lands. His two younger brotheis China Singarija and Malla have granted lands in 
Chennlru and Lomadi villages to the ^ame god. The record furnishes the following genealogy of this family 
of Velama chiefs.

, The record also states that the constituent parts of an ideal temple Include the various maydapas, 
gopura, prakara. It is very interesting to note that in this Sanskrit epigraph the first verse which invokes 
the god Gairigsa metaphorically states that this god while playing before Siva whose left half is adorned 
with his consort (Ardhannrl aspect of Siva) touches the breast on the left side and searches for the 
second on the other side (where it did not exist at all).

A similar verse with the same idea is found in the famous Tehigu work SvSrochisha Manucharitra 
of AllasSni Peddana referred to above.

As both these writings belong to the period of Krishnadevarlya it is just possible that one of the writers 
might have borrowed the idea from the other or this metaphorical description regarding Gapesa must have 
been popular among the learned in those days. 
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The PandiJJapalh epigraph (No. 206) dated S. 1447 records a grant of lands to the musicians who 
play on dolu and nSgsvara and the singer of samki rtanas all serving in the temple of K^savaraya, by certain 
Rangappanayaka son of Komaragirl nayaka (perhaps an officer of) Rayasam Ayyaparusayya, of Ghapdikota 
si ma nSyankara. No. 24 of Katteragandla village, Badvel taluk records a gift of an oil mill and ubhayamarga- 

sumka (to and fro way-fare tax) in addition to some land to the god Chennakesava of that village by 
Vetigalayya the karyakarta of Apfiajyyavaru for the merit of his master and Avasaram Demarusayya of 
Ghandiko t&-durgam . 

AchyutadevarQya : 

About fifteen inscriptions of this year's collection belong to the period of AchyuladevarSja the 
earliest being No. 313 of KucchupSpa, ProddatUr taluk, dated S. 1452, Vikfiti (A. D. 1530) and the latest 
No 96 of Moyillakalva dated S. 1465, SSbhakrit (A. D. 1543). No. 191 of Chidipiralla dated S. 1464, 
Subfaakrit records the gi f t of certain incomes derived as taxes grama-katnam, magga-stavarslu, Kdmati- 
siddhayamu, g8nuga-Mddhffyam,sithjmI-siddhayamjdigte and uppara-siddhayamu 

to the god Agastygsvara by certain sumkaris or tax-collectors. Gr&na-katnam is the village tax paid to the 
king as a collective levy apart from other specified taxes. Sinjmi-siddhaya and idigi-siddhaya are explained 
as taxes levied on the manufacturers of the strings (sfnjmi) of the bows and the toddy-tappers. Golla- 
siddhSya and uppan-siddhaya are evidently the taxes due from the communities of the shepheids and the 
earth-excavators respectively. This is a clear indication that there was in those days a system of levying 
professional taxes which contributed partly to the revenue of the royal treasury. 

SadQsivaraya : 

Of all the Vijayanagara inscriptions the largest number, nearly 70, belong to the time of Sada- 
sivarlya. The earliest is from Gopavaram village, Proddatur taluk (No. 293), which is dated S. 1466, 
Subhakrit, KSrtika su. 12. But the Saka year does not tally with the cyclic year Subhakrit which corresponds 
to S. 1464. If it is taken as SObhakrit, the corresponding date in the Christian era would be A. D. 1543 
November 8. The latest record of this king in the present collection is that of Vanipenta (No. 321) which 
is dated Saka 1491 Sukla (A. D. 1569). No. 36 of Porumamilla dated S. 1466 mentions certain taxes as 
kanifca, katna, durgadannaya, mvartana, and bediga. Similarly No. 227 of Potladurti mentions the taxes 
stavara, grnma-katnam like aAgadi-smvara, magga-stavara, chakra-stavara, idiga-stBvara, batta-[stavara], 
pinjani-stavara. StQvaras are a type of tax collected by the Government on industrial or business concerns 
where one or more units of the trade exist. Angadi-stavara is the collective tax levied on the individual 
shops. Magga-stavam is similarly the tax levied on the individual looms which form part of the weaving 
industry in the village. The correct meaning of some of these words like chakra-stavara, Batta-stavara 
is not clearly understood. Idigi-stBvara is the tax on the toddy tappers. Pwjini or Sinjmi-stavara is the 
tax on the leather twine manufacturers. Similar taxes also called siddhayas are noticed in No. 191 above 
viz^gSnugu-siddhayamu.sinjini-siddhQyamu, idigt-siddhayamu etc., which seem to be different from the taxes 
on stavaras. The stavara might be a tax levied on the establishment of the industry of magga (loom) or 
gsnugu(oil mill) and the like whereas the siddhaya might be the tax levied on the income derived by running 
the industry. These and other professional taxes like dommari-pamu. mangali-pannu are worth studying 
for understanding the mode of taxation and the economic condition of the period. No. 21 of Katteragandla 
records the remission of dommari-pannu as sarvamSnya m the villages of the category amara-grama, vumbahka- 
grama, bandar avada-grama, agrahdras and devastsna-grtrnas. The classification of the villages into 
several categories is significant in the administrative system. 
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THE MATLI CHIEFS 

No. 223 of Sambaturu village, Kamalapuram taluk refers itself to Mahamandalesvara Matli 
KumSra Ananta Rajayyadgva ChOdamahSraju. It registers a land lease for the cultivation of the pasture 
lands (bfdus) issued mthe year RudhirodgSri to the kariipus of Sambaturu by AnimelaRaghunSthayyathe 
karyakarta of the king. The given particulars of the date correspond to A. D. 1623. According to the 
inscription, the deed would be in force for seven years from the year of ploughing the bidus and for these 
seven years the lease-holders (contractors or kariipus) need not pay the taxes kanika, asavecchamu, (nila)badi 
kdta-dhavasalu. The exemption of these levies is intended to encourage the reclamation of the pasture 
lands by the administrative authorities. 

Two more epigraphs of the Matli family have been copied from Rajumpet laluk one from 
Bommavaram (No. 349) and the other from Malemarpuram (No. 344). The former record is dated Saka 
1557, Bhava corresponding to A. D. 1634 and refers itself to Srlman Mahmandal6ftvara Math KumSra 
Anantarajayya and his karyakarta, Satani(yala) Varadappa whose mudrakarta (sail bearer) YSgamdra 
Basuvaya is said to have granted ten kuntas of land near the alugu as yala (yella) many a to certain AlkanagSri 
Dapana probably the appointed watchman of the boundary It is interesting to note that there existed in 
those days a systematic upkeep of the boundaries between villages, by appointing regular officers and 
watchmen, the latter being granted lands as monya towards remuneration. The early phase of this system 
is traceable even from the days of the KSkatlyas and established on sound administrate basis W the 
Vijayanagara period. The second epigraph dated S. 1641 (A. D. 1719) records the gift of 30 kuntas of 
londin Malematpurain village in Pulugulanati-^a for maintaining a lamp and conducting pallaki-seva 
or i Fridays to the gods Madhavarayasvami and KOdanda Ramasvam, (of that village) by Kumara 
Anantaraju and Anantaraju sons of Mahnma v daU' S vara Math Venkatu RamarSjadgva Choda Mahiriju.

THE KUTUB SHAHIS 

Epigraph No. 419 of Chu^di village, Kandukur taluk, Ongole district dated in Saka 1563, Vikrama 
corresponding to A. D. 164! refers itself to the reign of Abdullah Padshah. _It is a grant of lands in 
Kandukfiri-.stma issued to certain Virabattu and GCSpaya Nimrnaya by KSinineai Muttarlju the pslega 
of the stma. No . 225 of Pedachappalli, Kamalapuram taluk, Cuddapah district is dated Saka 1 548, Subhakf it 
corresponding to A, D. 1626. It records the reassessment of the lands of that village by measuring With a 
new ghada by an officer named Mir Sendu Hussam Sahib Sir Hawala who issued the record in favour of 
cetrain Reddis, Kampus and Karanams. It is stated that as the existing ghada (measuring rod) being shorter 
than the authorised one and as a consequence the land units, tnmus have become smaller which in return 
gave less yield to the kampus. The lands thus being unprofitable with meagre returns they left the village. 
Hence it has become necessary for the ruling authority to bring the cultivators back offering them more land 
in the reassessed units of titmus which were measured by bigger rod (ghada) equal to 24 muras (cubits) 
which was in practice at KamalSpuram village. Accordingly each tumu of dry land consisted of 100 kuntas 
and each tnmu of wet land consisted of 10 kuntas. Half of the actual length of the new ghada has been 
marked engraved on a rock on the north side of the ma^apa (for ready verification). All Polamira-mmiyas 
Kari%tka~innyas, chelu (dry lands) and majlu (wet lands) should be hereafter measured according to this 
new ghada. The name of the ruling king is not mentioned in the record. In about A. D, 1656 the Moghal 
emperor Aurangzeb invaded Golconda and reduced its NawabAbdullaha Padshah to subordination. 
Hence the present record might have been issued by the officers of the local chief whose proper position 
is not clear. The record gives us an interesting information regarding the way how lands were reassessed 
for the purpose of lease grants of mQnyas etc.
